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Selling Books at a Summer Resort 


The Little Book House of Nantucket Island 
By Waldon Fawcett 


HERE are unexploited opportunities in 

the retail book business in the United 

States. By the same sign, there are 
unappreciated potentialities for book outlets 
at the nation’s vacation and health resorts. 
This is the dual moral to be drawn from 
the success in its first 
season of the Little Book 
House of Nantucket, 
Mass. Incidentally, it 
has here fallen to the lot 
of novices in the art of 
book merchandising to 
demonstrate that a cau- 
tious policy in buying 
will permit the seasonal 
shop to end a four-month 
season with no accumu- 
lation of stock worthy of 
worry. 

While ‘the. province 
and the performance of 
the Little Book House 
are but eloquent of the 
opportunities that exist 
in various quarters, it 
must be admitted that as 
a bookless “walled city,” 
Nantucket Island, lying 
some thirty miles off the 
coast of Massachusetts, 
is a particularly impres- 
sive example. Here is an old-established 
community, the population of which in sum- 
mer is upward of 15,000, which has been 
absolutely devoid of facilities for book pur- 
chase. The drug stores and other retail 
establishments which carried a few maga- 
zines as a side line made no effort to take

on books and, for all that there is an old- 
established public library, expressive of the 
best New England traditions, there has been 
no rental library to cater to the demand ‘or 
current fiction. 

Small wonder, perhaps, that when, in the 
early spring of 1924, 
Anna Knapp Barnes and 
Katharine Lord  an- 
nounced that they would 
open a bookshop in Nan- 
tucket town they were 
hailed as welcome mis- 
sionaries. Merchants in 
other lines encouraged 
them with assurances of 
the need for a bookstore 
and, when they were 
house hunting, strangers 
repeatedly accosted them 
on the street to suggest 
century-old buildings 
that might serve the 
double purposes of a 
bookshop and a dwelling 
for the co-partners. 

Prior to the Nantucket 
venture, neither of the 
launchers of the Little 
Book House had had ex- 
perience in selling books. 
Miss Lord of New York 
is an authoress whose “Little Playbook” is 
published by Duffield & Co. and “Plays For 
School and Camp” by Little, Brown. & 
Company. Mrs. Barnes of Providence, 
R. I., was no less an amateur. The twain 
knew Nantucket as a summer playground 
and their enterprise came out of a mounting 
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realization of the opportunities that await 
in such an environment. 

Leaving aside its geographical isolation, 
Nantucket Island is typical of many Ameri- 
can summer and winter resorts in that it 
represents a community (with climate as its 
chief asset) where the largest proportion 
of the population are “cottagers” owning 
their temporary homes or leasing by the 
season, and a minority of the visitors are 
patrons at hotels. This means that a book- 
store at a resort of this character has to 
draw from, a discriminating, intellectual 
public, given extensive leisure for reading, 
with means to indulge the taste, and with 
singularly little competition in the form of 
periodicals, dramatic or musical entertain- 
ments, etc. 

Having this estimate of their opportunity, 
the founders of the Little Book House set 
forth having, as their guiding principle, the 
faith that they had a high-class public to 
which to appeal. That their confidence has 
been justified is attested by the circumstance 
that, in a successful summer’s business the 
sales of non-fiction have exceeded, in aggre- 
gate amount, the sales of fiction. The Book 
House has developed its own list of best 
sellers’ with May Sinclair’s “Dark Night” 
standing first, and “Saint Joan,” second. 


Oddly enough the “Sea Shelf,” which was 
featured in deference to the strong nautical 
flavor of everything at Nantucket, has con- 
tributed only a modest amount of business 
but there has been an excellent sale for 
travel and biography and a surprisingly 
spirited demand for modern poetry. More 
than all else, tho, this new bookshop 
has won its way by bringing to the atten- 
tion of a sophisticated audience books that 
had escaped attention. For example, the 
proprietors of the Little Book House have 
featured some of the frequently overlooked 
publications of the Yale Press and have 
been rewarded with a volume of sales noth- 
ing short of surprising for so modest an 
outlet. Just here, indeed, has been revealed 
one of the possibilities of a mail order busi- 
ness for the small bookshop. Patrons of 
the Nantucket shop, delighted by the dis- 
covery of unsuspected treasures, have, in 
many an instance, ordered several copies 
to be sent to distant friends. The habit has 
grown so, in the few months that have 
elapsed, that the Little Book House has de- 
vised a special Christmas card to be en- 
closed with copies of rare books that are 
ordered in advance for dispatch at the com- 
ing holiday season. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the Nantucket experiment has been found 
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in the opportunity to make conclusive tests 
of the intuence upon book sales supplied by 
the presence at a resort of popular authors. 
Nantucket Island, long a favored mecca for 
artists and theatrical folk, has latterly at- 
tracted a numerous literary contingent. The 
managers of The Little Book House had it 
in mind from the outset to attempt capitali- 
zation of the presence of Austin Strong, 
Irvin Cobb, Temple Bailey, and others. 
The reaction was not pronounced. Miss 
Lord found that not even the appearance 
of an authoress in the role of bookseller 
incited sales of her titles. 


Then came Tony Sarg to afford notable 
exception to the rule. The artist and 
humorist is very much in the public eye at 
Nantucket and, with the approaching pub- 
lication this autumn of “Tony Sarg’s Book 
For Children From Six to Sixty” he gave 
an excellent demonstration of how an au- 
thor may tie up with local book-trade. The 
dummy of the new book was placed on 
exhibition at The Little Book House and 
it was announced that the first copy of the 
book to come from the Greenberg press 
would be autographed and auctioned by 
Mr. Sarg at The Little Book House for the 
benefit of the local hospital. As a result of 
this promotional work, the bookstore booked 
more than sixty orders for the Sarg book 
in advance of »ublication. 


The pioneers at The Little Book House 
attribute their success in a season that has 
been below par in summer tourist attend- 
ance, partly to the fact that a vigorous 
advertising policy has been followed— 
vigorous, that is to say for so modest an 
establishment. Prior to opening the shop, 
the proprietors sent announcement cards to 
the full strength of a mailing list compiled 
from all promising sources. In this pre- 
liminary work the strategy was to begin 
circularization early. Two considerations 
weighed: on the one hand, the fact that 
many cottage owners take ‘up permanent 
residence at resorts very early in the sea- 
son and long before the short-term vaca- 
tionists have begun to make plans for 
their outings; on the other hand, that no 
harm was done if announcements reached 
visitors to the resort before they left their 
permanent homes, since knowledge that 
there was a bookstore on the ground would 
be assurance against the necessity of out- 
fitting in adzance with a summer’s reading. 


Thruout the season The Little Book 
House uses space in the local newspaper, 
changing the copy weekly, and endeavoring 
to present successively every element of 
service that will attract attention. For ex-

ample, one week the copy acquaints the 
public with the fact that The Book House 
carries poetry magazines, art, antiquarian, 
and literary periodicals—in short all the 
magazines “not commonly found on news 
stands.” The magazine counter has proved 
a worth-while feeder for the book business. 
Furthermore, it has been the experience at 
The Little Book House—contrary to the 
experience in some other quarters—that a 
rental library produces some sales. 

In common with the majority of owners 
of small bookstores, the proprietors of The 
Little Book House feel that their salvation 
lies in hand-to-mouth buying, allowing the 
reorders to mount with demand. The only 
plunge of the initial season at Nantucket 
was on Shaw’s “Saint Joan” and was car- 
ried off with flying colors, thanks in part 
to the prestige of a first edition. Marooned 
at an island outpost, having but one parcel 
post mail a day, it is significant that the 
management of The Little Book House is 
entirely satisfied with the prompt execution 
of small orders by all the publishers. It is 
partly because of the celerity with which 
orders have been handled that the new firm 
has established a rule to deal direct with 
publishers. 

Young as is this new firm, it has already 
a solution for what has always been the 
big problem of a resort book business—the 
long period of inactivity between tourist 
The Little Book House at Nan- 


seasons. 





tucket will have the attention of both part- 
ners only for the four months from June I 
to October 1. But it will be open the year 
round for mail business. This it hopes 
to develop along several lines. For one 
thing it is thought that erstwhile summer 
residents may order by mail out of confi- 
dence in the judgment of the proprietors. 
Specifically, it is figured that this may be 
the case with childrens’ books, a line in 
which The Little Book House has special- 
ized with an eye to stocking only such titles 
as can be recommended without qualifica- 
tion to conservative elders. 

Another lead that is relied upon to yield 
mail business during what would otherwise 
be an inactive period is the line of old and 
rare books and prints. Nantucket has, of 
course, peculiar advantages as a source of 
wanted rarities, but the success of Miss 
Lord and Mrs. Barnes in drawing inquiries 
from collectors in widely scattered locali- 
ties suggests that this might be a worthy 
side line for a bookshop in any long-settled 
community. At that, there is, on the part 
of the sponsors of The Little Book House, 
a lurking conviction that the ideal arrange- 
ment is that wherein a resort business in 
book retailing is the complement of a simi- 
lar enterprise at a base of operations where 
there is more sustained demand, and this 
is the goal before the creators of this part- 
time enterprise.

OMMERCIAL book fairs are not new. 
They were held in Frankfort, Germany, 
many years ago, and in PhiladelpIna 

before our Civil War. In igig the book 
department of Marshall Field revived the 
idea with marked success, but recently a 
town of less than 
8,000 _ population 
staged a community 
book fair that was 
unique in operation 
and far-reaching -in 
results. 

Corvallis, Oregon, 
has been content to 
be the home of the 
second largest agri- 
cultural college in 
the world, and the 
heart of the famous 
Willamette Valley, 
but three years ago, the town pulled off a 
literary orgy of five days’ duration that 
drew the attention of book lovers, pub- 
lishers, and authors thruout the West. The 
affair was financed by members of two 
women’s clubs who opened it to the public 
free of charge. It was advertised like a 
three-ring circus, and on one day alone 
2,470 visitors were in attendance. 

The church where the fair was held was 
decorated by a committee of artists who 
divided the space into twenty booths, where 
they displayed the choicest books from the 
Portland Public Library, the Oregon State 
Library, the two university libraries at 
Eugene and Corvallis, from J. K. Gill 
Company of Portland and from private indi- 
viduals. These volumes were not the much- 
worn, ragged ones that are the familiar 
sight in public libraries; they were the best 
editions of late books, the beautifully illus- 
trated copies that are expensive and rare. 
One booth contained books loved by famous 
Americans; such as, Washington, Roosevelt, 
and Lincoln. The stall was called, “My 
Favorite Book,” and was presided over by 
a woman who had been a power in educa- 
tional circles in the Middle West. Here visi-

The books 
in this department were the most expensive 
that he had in his big establishment, and 
the children were allowed to read them and 
enjoy the pictures without fear of soiling 
their treasures. 

In the travel booth, a girl born in India, 
who had lived there for seventeen years, 
talked on the customs of that country. A 
resident of the Philippines discussed such 
books as Dean Worcester’s “Philippines, 
Past and Present.” A Spanish lady spoke 
on Spanish customs while showing “Rambles 
in Spain.” A graduate of the Sorbonne 
showed visitors the charm of Edward’s 
“Vanished Halls and Churches of Flan- 
ders.” This travel booth was always 
crowded. 

In the auditorium of the church a short 
‘rogram was given every afternoon and 
evening: music, one-act plays, talks on 
books. Fred Lockley, former editor of the 
Pacific Monthly, spoke on Piéheer Oregon 
Authors. J. K. Gill told of his experiences, 
covering half a century, with authors and 
publishers in East and West. Dr. Graham 
Taylor of Chicago congratulated the citizens 
of Corvallis for giving this “new thing 
under the sun, where the books of the few 
are made the treasures of the many.” 

Altho the fair was initiated by women’s 
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clubs, every one became interested. Every 
grade in the public school came with the 
teachers in charge. The booths were always 
crowded. Tables, chairs, and benches were 
piled with books. Everv one made lists of 
books he wished to borrow or buy. It be- 
came more than a local affair. The Oregon 
press was full of praise for the idea and its 
sucessful demonstration. The Library Jour- 
nal commented upon it. A Chicago maga- 
zine wrote for details, as did Sunset. A 
newspaper in far-away Philadelphia gave 
it a short review; the students at the Ore- 
gon Agricultural College wrote home about 
it, so that long’ afterwards its promoters 
received many letters asking for infor- 
mation and for lists of books on various 
subjects. 

The women who had charge received 
such an inspiration from learning the eager- 
ness of the public for the best books that 
they immediately put on a campaign for a 
free public library and raised $6,000 with 
which they have purchased a library site 
for the town.

Bookselling at Summer Resorts 


HE account of the Nantucket bookshop 

in this week’s Publishers’ Weekly is 

of especial interest as pointing out the 
possibilities of increased bookselling at the 
larger summer resorts. The problem of 
encouraging book displays and bookselling 
in places where the population is of tran- 
sient character has been often discussed in 
book circles. During the busy summer 
months, there is a great deal of bookselling 
done in those centers thru which travelers 
pass to the summer resorts; there is a great 
deal of selling thru catalogs by mail; and 
there is a greatly increased selling of books 
at newsstands and in the trains. There is 
still, however, a book appetite that can only 
be developed by a local supply of books 
where people can browse among them. 

The difficulties have been that the short 
business season has left the management 
unusual problems with regard to stock. 
The answer would seem to be either that 
the store should be a branch of a large city 
store, to whose shelves the remaining books 
could be drawn back in September, or that 
the shop should be connected with a 
southern shop under the same management 
so that some public could be served con- 
tinuously from one address or the other. 
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Both shops, under this plan, would be likely 
to get mail-orders thru the year which could 
be handled from the address that proved 
more convenient. 

Certainly it is true that the increased 
book buying appetite of the country, jus- 
tifies new attempts in this direction, and 
such an effort as that of The Little Book 
House is well worth watching, as its experi- 
ence may be of value in other directions. 


The Sources of Films 


N interesting testimony of the present 

sources of popular film material is 

found in a current page advertise- 
ment of the Paramount Pictures giving pub- 
licity to the forty pictures that this company 
is to stress during the next season. Of the 
forty films, twenty-two came from books 
and are advertised as such. These include 
books of Zane Grey, Emerson Hough and 
James Oliver Curwood, the film of “Mon- 
sieur Beaucaire,”’ of “Sinners in Heaven” 
and others. Three of the forty came direct 
from the stage, ten are from magazine 
stories, leaving five only that were presum- 
ably written direct for the screen. Such 
a showing, it would seem, might be suff- 
cient proof that the writer who wished to 
have his material reach the movies could 
do no better than to make a success of his 
plot in book form first. It gets the atten- 
tion of the producer, it helps fix the title 
in people’s minds, even if they do not read 
the book, and it permits the obtaining of 
book royalties while increasing the chance 
of film returns. 


Twelve Months of Children’s 
Books 


N interesting feature of the announce- 
ment made by the New York Herald- 
Tribune in connection with its new 

book supplement is that it will contain a 
weekly department for the discussion of 
children’s books, new and old, conducted by 
Anne Carroll Moore of the New York Pub- 
lic Library. It is a most encouraging sign 
that a newspaper should see an opportunity 
for such a department and that it should 
have turned to a leader in the field to edit 
the page. 

The past five years have seen long strides 
made in preparation for a final breaking 
down of the old seasonal attitude toward 
children’s books. Time was when not only 
the small department stores but many of the 
larger bookstores looked on children’s books 
as entirely seasonal stock to be given large 
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space at Christmas and put back in incon- 
spicuous quarters on the first of the year. 
The disadvantages of this have been well 
understood. It meant slow turnover; it 
meant that all the selling was done by tem- 
porary sales people, as there was nothing 
for them to do the rest of the year; it meant 
a glut of new publications in the fall with 
too little chance to study and evaluate them. 

Scores of bookstores have, recently, 
changed their position in this matter, and 
the tendency toward year round selling will 
contintie to increase. At the last convention 
of the American Booksellers’ Association, 
some of the most interesting and well-at- 
tended conferences were those on the selling 
of children’s books. 

(ine thing that has been iacking has been 
an organ of competent evaluation. of the 
newly published books. More than in other 
fields of literature the sale of children’s 
books depends on the selling of established 
titles, and new readers are constantly com- 
ing along to take an interest in the old clas- 
sics that another group has just outgrown. 
At the same time, every store wishes to do 
justice to the new books, in order that the 
creation of worthy material may success- 
fully continue. 

A publisher’s investment in children’s 
books is very heavy, as they are more care- 
fully manufactured and more lavishly illus- 
trated than books in other fields, and the 
publisher who can find no support for his 
best endeavors has little encouragement to 
proceed to more. In meeting this need of ade- 
quate appreciation for the current material, 
the children’s librarians of the country have 
been increasingly helpful. Miss Moore be- 
gan three years ago to put her experience at 
the disposal of the general public and the 
booksellers by running quarterly articles in 
the Bookman, afterwards gathered into two 
volumes entitled “Roads to Childhood” and 
“More Roads to Childhood,” volumes likely 
to be found on the reference shelves of 
every, children’s book department manager. 
With a weekly department now under her 
control and with an audience of 300,000 
readers, the value of this work should be 
increasingly felt.

vantages. It can be the legitimate aim of 
every bookstore to be part of this movement 
for continuing education, and a glance over 
the advertising columns often indicates the 
direction in which to move, as the advertis- 
ers have found out from past experience 
what lines of study are most likely to be 
pursued. 

For the ambitious worker in the advertis- 
ing field every bookstore can offer the best 
kind of material for study, for salesman- 
ship, for accountancy and business adminis- 
tration. There are hundreds of young men 
who take courses in public speaking who 
will find on the bookseller’s shelves volumes 
admirably suited to their purposes. There 
are books on practical psychology as applied 
to business and professional problems, books 
on automobile repair, on motion picture ex- 
hibiting, on every field of the building trade, 
all paralleling or enriching similar courses 
of study. 

With the coming of the longer evenings 
and the change from daylight saving, there 
is a natural inclination to turn to systema- 
tized study, making October the best time of 
all for the display and promotion of such 
vocational books. Every bookseller should 
take professional pride in seeing that the 
books he sells are the very best possible vol- 
umes in the field, as the bookseller’s stan- 
dards should be not one whit lower than 
those of other educational agencies.

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Adventures While Collecting Books

“Off Days’’ 


T the close of one of those sleepy 
days in Indian summer we were sit- 
ting on the piazza, feet on the railing. 

There hadn’t been a word uttered in almost 
an hour, then my son said “Are you think- 
ing about where we shall go fishing this 
year?” I hadn’t been, 
but it was a pleasing 
suggestion and | 
tried to fit it in with 
a letter I had re- 
ceived in the morn- 
ing’s mail, about 
some books. 

My correspondent 
was a man with 
whom I had done 
business before; he 
wrote that he had 
twenty bags of books 
he would like to have 
me look at before 
baling them up with 
his paper. It would 
require a trip of 
about sixty miles, 
and I thought we 
could go fishing before we returned home. 

So next morning we got on our fishing 
clothes, packed up the tackle and the eating 
tools, but this trip I insisted on taking a 
real frying pan; no more of those sheet 
iron affairs or mess kits for me, if I had 
to do the cooking. 

About noon we reached the town where 
my man was and I went around to see him. 
His wife said he hadn’t expected me, and 
as I did not write when I would be there, 
he had gone away for a couple of days and 
she didn’t know where he had stored the 
books. I told her there wasn’t any par- 
ticular hurry, but to tell John to keep them 
and I would come over again in a few days. 

I found my son Roger sitting again in 
a rocking chair on the hotel piazza. He 


had dragged the chair around to the end 
where he could get an unobstructed view of 








the mountains over toward the northeast. 
He didn’t hear me as I came up—perhaps 
his thoughts were twenty or more miles 
away, for in those mountains was a Vassar 
girl and it came to me as I stood watching 
him, that perhaps that suggestion that we 
go fishing, was a 
carefully thought out 
scheme to see her 
again, and some day 
when the fish would- 
n’t bite he would 
suggest that it was- 
n’t a very long walk 
over to B 

We struck out for 
camp and by night- 
fall we reached our 
cabin in the woods. 
I was tired, awfully 
tired, and I stag- 
gered as I pulled off 
my shoulder load, 
and that iron frying 
pan had increased 
from five pounds to 
twenty-five, I think. 

The next two or three days we fished, 
then we took a bird census and saw twenty- 
eight different varieties that we knew, and 
a couple we couldn’t classify, but which we 
called a “squawk” and a “cluck.” 

There was something wrong with the 
first camp supper; at night I dreamed 
that I saw a spectral cat—a shimmering, 
silvery-white cat; he was up on my cot and 
when I reached for him my hand went right 
thru, and he jumped on the floor. In the 
morning I was telling Roger about the cat, 
and said, “I bet Percy (he is our cat at 
home) died last night.” 

The next morning we broke camp; on 
the way to the depot we saw some kind of 
an animal standing against a big mass of 
rock over in a field, looking our way. I ex- 
claimed, “Oh! look at the coon,” but son 
said “That’s no coon, it’s a wood-chuck.” 
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Roger tried to leave me gracefully at the 
depot; said I didn’t need him to look at a 
lot of books, and he guessed he would drop 
in at B. and see how the Rutherford 
girls were getting along. “You know they 
have a cottage up there.” 

I told him I had assured his mother I 
would bring him back safely, and that I 
couldn’t be sure he would be safe with a 
lot of wild women; and anyway, he was due 
at college in a few days and there were 
other summers, and he was only nineteen 
and the girls would keep for awhile. 


After several changes of cars and waiting 
at junction points we got to John’s town 
and he was at home. 

He took me to an old barn, produced the 
books, gave me a three-legged stool to sit 
on and left me to experience one of the 
greatest disappointments of my book-hunt- 
ing life. 

There were twenty bags and as I cut the 
rope that tied their mouths, and dumped 
the books on the floor, I could see as they 
came sliding out that they were the kind 
I wanted—old fellows in boards uncut with 
paper labels predominating. 

They came lastly, I soon discovered, from 
a public library. Every desirable item had 
been stamped, with plenty of muscle and red 
indelible ink, “Discarded” and “Not to be 
sold”; then as tho that were not destructive 
enough, they had torn the leaves hhalf way 
thru and they didn’t miss a leaf or a plate. 


The books outside of this stamping and 
mutilation were in fine, clean and unbroken 
condition. I remember some of the titles— 
Armstrong’s “Oregon,” also Greenhows’s 
“Life in California.” by an American; 
Carver’s “Travels Through the Interior 
Parts of North America” with colored 
plates—Morrell’s “Voyages.” 

There were hundreds of books I wanted 
and I couldn’t do a thing with one of them. 


The story of this tragedy was that the 
books had belonged primarily to an old 
family of culture and wealth, which when 
moving from the town had given the Li- 
brary those volumes which did not particu- 
larly interest their present, or rather rising, 
generation. The librarian who had received 
and cared for the books for a number of 
years, died, and his successor, a young lady, 
decided to clean house, and she certainly 
cleaned the place of everything of value to 
a book collector. 

Of course she didn’t know any better, but 
she threw away a thousand dollars at least; 
they certainly would have brought that 
much, net, in the auction room. I know that 
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uncut edges are particularly distressine to 
many small town library assistants—‘They 
do not look neat and they gather so much 
dust.” As Willie Baxter says, “Ye Gods’! 

The ignorance and impetuosity of youth, 
the contempt with which youth looks upon 
anything old or out-of-date, has taken many 
a profit out of a bookseller’s and anti- 
quarian’s pocket—and also has put many 
a profit in. 

But aside from the monetary loss, it is 
a great pity that these old things should 
pass out of existence; they are too few 
even now; every little while I hear some- 
body say, “I wonder where all the old stuff 
has gone’; there are many answers, and 
this is one of them. 


The Magazine Exodus from 


New York 


HERE is still further evidence that the 

manufacturing plants for large weekly 

and monthly publications are steadily 
moving out from New York. These peri- 
odicals claim that the restrictions placed on 
economical output by the unions in New 
York are making it imperative that they 
make other arrangements. 


Recently, the Art Color Printing Com- 
pany, which prints four of the McFadden 
publications, namely, the Metropolitan, 
Physical Culture, True Romances and True 
Story, and which is also printer of the 
Popular Science Monthly and Psychology, 
decided to move to Dunellen, N. J., where 
a half million dollar building is being con- 
structed. The Butterick Publishing Com- 
pany is seriously considering the possibility 
of moving, and one other large publishing 
office has made the same announcement. 

Last season the Williams Printing Com- 
pany moved to Albany, thus transferring to 
that city thirty New York periodicals. The 
Nast publications have moved to Greenwich, 
Conn., Collier’s Weekly has gone to Spring- 
field. Ohio, McCall’s Magazine has gone 
to Dayton, Ohio, Harper’s Bazar, Motor 
and Motor Boating have gone to Albany 
and Smart Set to Chicago. Several others 
could be mentioned. 


The estimate is that about five million dol- 
lars worth of periodical printing has left 
New York in the past year. The officials 
in the unions commonly ascribe the move- 
ment out of the city to reduction in postage 
cost, but mailing a national magazine from 
Chicago is likely to cost more than mailing 
it from New York, as the preponderance of 
circulation is still east of the Alleghanies. 
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Joins the Haddon Press 


HE Haddon Press at Camden, N. J., the 

successor to the old Franklin Square 
Press, is now to run, in connection with 
it plant, an edition bindery known as the 
Haddon Book Bindery. Jesse Satenstein, 
who for twenty-five years has been general 
superintendent of the American Book Bin- 
dery in New York, and Harry S. Dale, for 
ten years office manager of the same con- 
cern, have gone to Camden to take charge 


of this development. me 


Bristol Studios Accused of Fraud 


To newspapers of September 5th carried 
a story of a fraud order from the Post 
Office Department against the Bristol Photo- 
play Studios, which have been collecting 
money for several years on the representa- 
tion that they could help scenario writers 
sell their material profitably. The accusa- 
tion was that they have not been able to 
sell a single scenario of the thousands han- 
dled. In one year, it is claimed, they col- 
lected $52,000 in fees from writers, of which 
$51,000 went into salaries and rent. 


A Reference Book for Exporters 


USEFUL handbook for American pub- 

lishers doing business in England has 
just been published by the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce in London called “The 
Anglo-American Yearbook, 1924.” The vol- 
ume includes a Who’s Who of Americans 
and Anglo-Americans in Great Britain and 
Ireland, a residence directory of Americans 
living in the British Isles, a classified direc- 
tory of business firms in all fields, informa- 
tion about counsellor representatives, income 
tax in England, etc. 


Serial Story on the Wire 


Wet the serialization of fiction has 
been an accepted feature of magazine 
publishing and film production, up to now 
there never has been any effort to try its 
possibilities in broadcasting, and it has been 
felt by those in the field that a radio audi- 
ence was rather different and would be less 
likely to be held from evening to evening 
by continued stories. W J Z is to test this 
situation out, and Arthur B. Reeve, the 
well-known writer of thrillers, has provided 
a two-part mystery story called “By the 
Breadth of a Hair.” Part one was put on 


September 3rd, and part two will be put 
on September roth. 


Assails Unclean Publicity 


T a luncheon of the advertising and 

publicity men of the moving picture 
field, Will Hays took occasion to assail. the 
promotion that is being done for unclean 
and salacious films. He instanced some 
types of exploitation that he had recently 
seen, and, when some of the guests present 
seemed to find his references humorous, 
Mr. Hays shot back, “Yes, it would be 
laughable if it were not suicidal,” where- 
upon quiet was restored. Mr. Hays felt 
that the men engaged in writing publicity 
matter should show strict adherence to facts 
and good taste. He produced a mass of 
letters he had received from newspaper 
editors and others interested in films, ob- 
jecting strenuously to the character of bill 
posters and advertising mgtter disseminated 
in their territories. 


Prompt and Appreciated Service 


R. TURNER, the manager of: the 

Doubleday, Page St. Louis bookshop, 
reports what he correctly terms, “an excel- 
lent example of a publisher’s promptness in 
book service. This is the fastest service we 
have ever known since we have been in 
business. A telegraphed order from us 
reached Grosset & Dunlap’s Chicago office 
at 5 P.M. on Tuesday. The books were 
received in St. Louis on Wednesday at 2:30 
and in the Wednesday morning’s mail was 
a letter from R. J. Doyle of Grosset’s of- 
fice, stating that, when the telegram was 
received, they realized that it meant the 
need of prompt delivery and they had two 
packages sent by two men to the express 
office. This was necessary to get them there 
the following day.” Mr. Turner holds this 
record up for the emulation of other pub- 
lishers. 

Another instance of the desire and will- 
inghess on the part of some publishers to 
cooperate with the retailer in special emer- 
gencies is demonstrated by “books in the 
air’: Mr. Mathiews of Boy Scout Head- 
quarters walked into the offices of the 
Century Company the other day and said, 
“Can you get 600 copies of your camp book, 
‘Services for the Open,’ out to Estes Park, 
Colo., in time for our biennial conference ?” 
Unthinkingly the Century Company agreed 
and then realized that it was impossible to 
get the books out by rail in time for the 
conference. A second’s consideration and 
they decided on Uncle Sam’s air mail. And, 
thanks to that organization, the books will 
be in Estes Park, long before the Scout 
directors convene. 





Obituary 


SAMUEL MERRILL 

THE DEATH OF COLONEL SAMUEL MERRILL 
at his home in Long Beach, Cal., on Sep- 
tember 3rd closes a long life whose early 
years were intimately connected with the 
progress of bookselling and book publishing 
in the Middle West. Colonel Merrill’s con- 
nection with the Bobbs-Merrill business was 
practically closed when his friend of war 
days and peace, President Harrison, drafted 
him for consular service in India in 1888. 
His son, Charles W. Merrill, continued as 
treasurer of the business until his death 
a few years ago. 

A hundred years ago, Colonel Merrill’s 
father, Samuel Merrill, arrived in the re- 
cently founded city of Indianapolis, carry- 
ing under his arm the books that then made 
up the State Library. A few years later, 
with E. H. Hood, he had opened a book 
and stationery store at Temperance Hall 
and began to supply, on order, the latest 
publications of the Eastern cities. A year 
later, Mr. Hood dropped out and the busi- 
ness was prosperously developed by Mr. 
Merrill alone. When he died just before 
the war, he left a good business to his son 
of the same name, who had been born May 
31, 1831, and graduated from Wabash in 
1851, receiving a master’s degree in 1854. 
In partnership with Samuel, Jr., was his 
brother-in-law, Charles W. Moores. 

When the war broke out, Samuel Merrill 
entered the fight and became Colonel Mer- 
rill. Mr. Moores kept the business going 
until the pull of patriotism became too 
strong, then he entered the army and died 
in the service. The war over, the business 
was reorganized, went thru various changes 
and vicissitudes and finally emerged as Mer- 
rill, Meigs & Company. 

The city of Indianapolis then boasted four 
bookstores for its 7,000 population. The 
fortunes of the firm shortly after the war 
became merged with another bookstore 
founded in the ’50’s first known as Stewart 
& Bowen and then as Bowen, Stewart & 
Company. Mr. Stewart was the grand- 
father of the owner of the present Indian- 
apolis book business of W. K. Stewart & 
Co. 

Out of the merger grew up a bookstore 
of famous proportions and countrywide 
reputation. One of its famous bookmen, 
C. C. Dollarhide, died recently after a long 
service with the latter firm of W. K. 
Stewart & Company. It was in 1885 that 
this merger was completed and the name of 
the firm became the Bowen. Merrill Com- 
In this firm appeared Charles W. 


pany. 
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Merrill, son of the Colonel and later treas- 
urer of the business; W. C. Bobbs, and John 
J. Curtis. The first .two came from the 
Merrill business and the third from the 
Bowen business. Only a short time after, 
a political appointment severed Colonel 
Merrill’s connection with the business and 
slightly later Mr. Bowen died, so that Wil- 
liam C. Bobbs, the present head of the busi- 
ness, became the head of the organization, 
which was signaled by the change of the 
name to the present Bobbs-Merrill Com- 
pany. From this time on the publishing 
interest of the business very rapidly devel- 
oped thru the aid of such great names as 
Riley, Nicholson, Charles Major and 
Maurice Thompson and the merchandising 
genius of the new partners. 

For many years the home of Colonel 
Merrill has been in California. 


ADAM W. WAGNALLS 


ADAM WILLIS WAGNALLS. co-founder 
with Dr. Isaac K. Funk, of the Funk & 
Wagnalls Company, died September 3, at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. Mabel Wag- 
nalls Jones, at Northport, L.I. Tho presi- 
dent of the publishing firm, Mr. Wagnall’s 
health had been so poor in recent years that 
he had practically retired. He was eighty- 
one years old. 

Forty-eight years ago he and Dr. Funk 
founded the firm which bore their names. 
They had been friends at Wittenberg Col- 
lege, at Springfield, Ohio, and had gradu- 
ated together in the class of 1866. In the 
year following commencement Mr. Wag- 
nalls organized and became pastor of the 
First English Lutheran Church, of Kansas 
City, Mo., and stayed there for two years. 
Moving West, he was City Clerk of Atchi- 
son, Kan., from 1871 to 1873. Three years 
later he moved to New York to enter busi- 
ness with Dr. Funk. 

The firm at first confined its work to pub- 
lishing religious books, but later began the 
publication of The Literary Digest and com- 
bined with it Public Opinion. This and 
“The Standard Dictionary” became the prin- 
cipal works of the company. Dr. Funk died 
fifteen years ago and Mr. Wagnalls suc- 
ceeded him as president of the house. 

Mr. Wagnalls in 1868 married Miss Anna 
Willis. of Lithopolis, Ohio, where they both 
were born. She died ten vears ago and was 
buried in that town. Mrs. Jones, their 
daughter and only child. was in Lithopolis 
superintending the building of a community 
center, a memorial to her mother, when she 
received word of the serious illness of her 
father and returned to Northport.

The Bookseller’s Responsibility

Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

Occasionally a book is called to our atten- 
tion with the comment that it is “rotten.” 
After examining it with some care, we often 
are obliged to conclude that the criticism is 
well founded. 

We wish to make our position clear in 
matters of this sort, granting, of course, that 
we are not infallible, but emphasizing the 
necessity of being guided by our own 
conscience. 

We will not knowingly sell or circulate 
books and periodicals which we believe have 
a debasing influence on readers. We believe 
there is a personal responsibility on the 
bookseller to work for the civic welfare and 
help keep the public mind clean; or if a 
bookseller does not care to make a decision 
as to what some one else shall read, we 
believe he should make the decisions as to 
whether his conscience will allow him to 
sell the “rot” or not. 


A house cleaning seems to us clearly

we wish you would start the campaign.

A Gentle Protest 
The Jones Library, Inc., 
Amherst, Mass., 
September 4, 1924. 
Editor, Publishers’ Weekly, 

Mr. Hague’s article in last week’s Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly entitled “Three Flights Up” 
is an attractive and commendable statement 
of the work of a few Amherst College stu- 
dents in carrying on the gospel of “good 
books to the most people’ by way of the 
college bookshop. In one case, however, 
and that not within his immediate scope, he 
makes a rather remarkable misstatement. 
He says, “The situation was typical... a 
town of 6,000 . . . the people off from all 
the recent books except thru two difficult 
channels: the mails, and the libraries, which, 
like the libraries in most small towns and 
most small colleges, were not sufficiently en- 
dowed to begin to keep up with even the 
outstanding of the publications latest off the 
press.” 

It would not be an exaggeration to say 
that the situation was most unusual. The 
town of Amherst, thru its two college libra- 
ries and one public library, has access to 
more books than are to be found in the 
libraries of the State of Florida or the 
State of Delaware or the State of Wyom- 
ing, and perhaps some other states we might 
mention. Both college libraries, thru their 
very respectable book funds, are more than 
able to keep abreast of the most pressing 
demands for new books, and the town 
library—well, that is another question, 
which is proof positive about the unusual 
situation. The Jones Library, Incorporated, 
was made the free public library of the 
town of Amherst by the most unusual bene- 
faction of more than $650,000 from the late 
Samuel Minot Jones. Since its opening in 
September, 1921, the people of Amherst and 
the students from both colleges have been 
making good use of The Jones Library to 
the extent of a circulation of more than 
175,000 volumes during the first three years 
of its history. The books are here—the 
old as well as the new ones; the “book ap- 
petite” is well cultivated and our people— 
townspeople as well as college people— 
won’t hunger for new books. That’s why 
a good college bookshop will always be suc- 
cessful.

There is a line of illustrated juveniles 
that we have been handling for some years 
in our retail store—about twenty-five titles 
in all. 

In July we received a circular letter from 
the publishers, announcing a reduction in 
price, on August Ist, from $3.50 to $2.50. 

As a matter of routine, I gave instruc- 
tions to have charged back to the publishers 
the difference in price, less discount, on such 
volumes of the series as we had in stock 
from the purchases of the last few months. 

To my surprise the publishers decline to 
allow this credit. I have always assumed 
the absolute righteousness of such a claim 
on the part of a dealer and, as far as I 
recall, know of no other instance where it 
has been refused. 

The publishers state that they cannot 
afford to allow it, as they would have to 
allow similar claims from all other dealers 
who had a stock on hand of this series. 

I would like to have the opinion of the 
Publishers’ Weekly and of its readers as 
to the business policy—and the fairness— 
of such an attitude.

Little, Brown & Company, who 
recently published the first complete edition 
of Emily Dickinson’s “Poems” in a single 
volume, discovered the following twenty- 
five year old clipping from the Sunday 
Oregonian, of Portland, giving an interview 
with a local resident who had known the 
Dickinson family’ at Amherst: “Emily, as 
I remember her, had beautiful auburn hair, 
but she was not pretty, and was never at- 
tractive as a child. She was about fifteen 
years older than I. She was very shrinking 
and sensitive in disposition, and this finally 
led her to seclude herself entirely from so- 
ciety; she never went beyond her family 
garden. When my father died, thirty-two 
years ago, my mother went East. Emily. 
at that time, saw no one, and talked to no 
one, but so romantic had been her attach- 
ment for my parents, that she insisted upon 
meeting my mother, who accordingly went 
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to her home to see her. Aitter being shown 
into a room that adjoined Emily’s, she was 
seated next to a door which stood ajar, on 
the other side of which was Emily, and thus 
the conversation was carried on without 
either seeing the other’s face.” 


OLUME IV of the second series of pub- 

lications of the Bostonian Society is 
one of the most interesting and valuable 
publications of this society. It is entitled 
“The Lafayette Letters in the Bostonian 
Society,” and gives the original French text 
and on the opposite pages a translation, with 
notes, by Horace H. Morse, head of the 
history department of Mount Hermon 
School, and a member of the Society. 
These letters of Lafayette are here published 
in full for the first time, altho one of the 
Magdeburg letters is in the “Memoires” ed- 
ited by Jules Thomas after Lafayette’s 
death, Paris, 1837-38. A hasty translation 
of some appeared in the Magazine of 
American History in 1881. These letters 
are a valuable contribution to history, and 
their publication marks an important step 
in the activities of the society.

fig PE DE EA Sirk we are approaching the 
official announcement of one of the 
greatest discoveries of modern times. There 
have been several conflicting cables about 
the discovery of the lost books of Livy 
but it now appears to be genuine. Professor 
Mario Martino-Fusco, a passionate student 
of Livy, with the assistance of Professor 
Nicola Barone, a director of the state 
archives at Naples and a distinguished 
paleographer, has reported the finding of 
all of the lost books of Livy, and it is pre- 
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dicted that the history of the Roman period 
will be revolutionized by it. Statements 
bearing out the correctness of Professor 
Martino-t usco s assertions continue to come 
from Naples. A group ot professors and 
senators have expressed great interest in the 
discovery as they understand it. Professor 
Delis, director of the Neapolitan Library, 
has senf to the Ministry of Education his 
report. He has no longer the smallest doubt 
of the genuineness ot the discovery. The 
codices are, he announces, at present in 
Naples. The Ministry of Education will 
be asked to nominate a commission, which 
after having verified the nature of the find, 
will appoint Professor Martino-Fusco, the 
discoverer, to translate the works under suit- 
able supervision. Still further and what is 
regarded as almost conclusive evidence is 
furnished by the fact that the Royal 
Academy announces that on October 1 it 
will hold a plenary sitting at which Pro- 
fessor Martino-Fusco will be present. Al’ 
foreign members and ministers have been 
invited to attend. From various sources 
first details of the manuscripts themselves 
are becoming known. Livy’s history, which 
begins with the foundation of Rome and 
ends with the death of Drusus in Germany 
g B.C., comprises 142 books and an index 
probably added by monks who copied their 
works in the Middle Ages. The codices, 
which are encased in rough leather in a 
fair state of preservation, are in excellent 
condition, with only slight marginal abra- 
sions and a few dark spots, which, however, 
do not interfere with the perfect legibility 
of the text. The text, in remarkably clear 
writing, would seem to date from the sixth 
century, but there are signs that indicate 
that it was not copied from the original 
text of Livy but is a copy of a copy. The 
literary circles of Europe are anxiously 
awaiting further announcements.
